Tue detesat of that pelicy lust
fall, in Conpecticut, Wisconsin, and Minnesots,
liapga ke n nehtmare vpon our leglslators
Remembering how recently Hlinows and Indisna
voted by immense ma orities ro exclude colored
peoplo from the commonest rights ol hamauity,
and forbade tLem even to enter those Siples,
they dovbt the possibility ol a chanes 80 proat
a8 to induce (Lo people to tolernte equal suf-
irage. Let us, then, look this ditfionlty squarely
in the luce, and deterinive how mugh weight it
ought 10 have in the miuds of stalesmen, or
even polticians,

And tiret, we beg to remind our Representa.
tives that the question whieh they reed to decide
18 not whether o popular vote can be obtained
in tuvor ol equal sullrage as an abstract propo-
sition, but is simply whether a majority ¢an be
obtained for canaidntes who personally favor
and vote for that proposition, We assert that
experience has repeatedly shown that thousands
of men whose prejudices will not let them vote
for equal sutivage, nevertheless vote cheerfully
for men whom thev know to be supporters of
that policy, In 1860, for example, the proposi.
tion was voted aown in thie Btate by 140,000
majority, wlile ut the same time candidates uni-
versally Lucu o to be in its favor o oorved 50,000
majorily, We do not knos asinegle assembly-
man who was deleated upon this issue A great
number of members who had voted for the
proposition in the Legislature were candidutes
for re-clection, and nearly or quite all of them
were l"(‘-l'lc(!tt'ti, while we never henrd of one
wlo lost ten votes upon this account, So in
Ilinois wnd luthana ; Messrs, Lovejoy and
Julian, s to whese views thore was not the
slightest doubr, were repeatedly elected from
districts which never could be got to vote for
equal sailrage directly.
